Ahoy and please excuse me for catching a thread that has run its 

course. I'm just catching up on digests that came in while I was away. 

FWIW, I adopted a method used by the late Hanno Kanz, W5EXY, one of the 

"elmers" of my teenage years in New Braunfels, Texas. Hanno's method is 
easy to manage and easy to find tubes when I need them. 


For each type of which I have a few or more, either in boxes or not, I 
put all in a paper bag labeled with felt tip marker with type 
designation. Example: all 6BA6s in one, all 12AX7s in another, all 
6SA7s in another, etc. In the USA, one can buy brown paper lunch bags 
in supermarkets, 50 to a package, for little money. 


For tubes that I have only a few of and obviously go together, like 
9001, 9002 and 9003, I'll put them all in a bag and label it with all 
their numbers. Likewise, I'll put onesies and twosies that are similar 


in type designations together in a bag, e.g., 6BL8, 6BN7, 6BQ7, 6BW4, 
6BY6, 6BZ7. I've kept the 7 and 9 pin miniatures separate from the 
octals, loctals, and other larger tubes, which I've bagged in similar 
manner. 


I've put the bags in copy paper boxes that have labels like: 
Miniatures Box 1: 6AB4 thru 6AW8 

Loctal Box 1: all types 

Octal Box 1: 6A8 thru 6X5, plus VRs and others starting with"0" 
Transmit Box 1: 2E26, 6DQ6, 5763, 6146, etc. 


I keep my inventory on a simple Mac Excel worksheet and keep a printout 
where I store the tubes. If I add any new ones, I'll pencil them onto 
the inventory and correct the spreadsheet later. If I ever use the only 
one of any type I have, I'll note that on the list and also on my 
hamfest shopping list. 


I am leery of keeping detailed computerized lists. We are the slaves of 
our databases, if they are to be of any use. So the KISS (Keep it 
simple, Steussy!) concept applies. For that reason, I don't keep a 
count of my types. If I have a bag for 6AU6s, that means I have a 
bunch. I£ I have a bag for five different types (e.g., 6B4, 6B8, 6C8, 
6F5, and 6F8), I'll know I have only onesies and twosies of each.

Hunning patented the carbon granule transmitter, getting US Patent 
246,512 in 1881. He used powdered carbon, but it had a bad tendency to 
pack together, and essentially short out. 


Good old Thomas Edison, master of materials engineering, developed an 
improvement using granules of carbonized hard coal (coke?), which did 
not readily pack together. US Patent 406,567 in 1889. 


Amazing that the number of patents nearly doubled in 8 years! 


The T1 transmitter used in the G1 handset (mid 1950's design) uses the 
same carbon granules, but in a far better packaging and design.

In a tube type single conversion superhetrodyne receiver, where can hum be 
introduced that gets louder when the signal gets louder and is very low when 
you are tuning between signals. This is in AM mode. 


I can think of lots of ways to get hum but they usually are unrelated to 
signal strength or can be covered up with a loud signal.

I spotted a picture of the Panoramic Panadaptor PCA-2 T-200 in the 
Smithsonian Science Service Historical Image Collection connected to a 
Hallicrafters S-20R. With my Panadaptor freshly serviced and aligned, I 
took a similar picture for the webpage.

Hooked up the Panadaptor in the classic manner shown in the manual. The 
Panadaptor coax comes with a little spring that wraps around the plate pin 
of the converter tube and an alligator clip for ground. (I added a bit of 
electrical tape near the 6K8 tube socket for insurance!) Worked fine. The 
display correctly shows several potent signals higher than the one tuned in 
(CHU time signals) with very little activity below. Since this was my 
first experience using one of these pieces, it was neat to see the sigs 
move with the tuning. The same endorphins experienced as a kid keep me 
hooked on this stuff!

Thanks to everyone who offered tips on reducing the local oscillator 
hum in my Hammarlund HQ-100. I received a wealth of ideas from Paul, 
Bruce, Ed, Jim, Richard, John, & Don. 


Lest any other HQ-100 owners become confused, I must note that I 
mistakenly called the oscillator a 6U8 when in fact it's a 6C4. 
That's what happens when I rely on memory! 


I tried two other 6C4s and _think_ they yielded a slight improvement 
in hum, but nothing dramatic. Putting the original back in, the hum 
didn't seem as offensive as it was last weekend when I first noted 
it. However, last weekend I had a cold and was working under a 
NyQuil-induced fog... maybe it was just my ears that were humming! 
;-) I copied a lot of SSB signals on 15 and 10 meters during this 
weekend's DX test and most everyone sounded fine, so maybe it's not 
as bad as I thought. 


Checked the regulated 105V DC plate supply for hum, and it was super clean. 


As for supplying regulated DC to the filament, the bottom side of the 
6C4 socket is pretty well hidden by a perpendicular shield and a 
bandswitch wafer. The hum now seems quite small and doesn't justify 
the labor needed to supply DC to the heater. But I will keep it in 
mind for future reference. 


One other interesting discovery happened last weekend. I was hunting 
the source of a small but annoying frequency shift that made copying 
SSB and CW a pain. A shift of ~500 Hz is no problem when listening to 
AM SWBC, but it's murder when copying SSB or CW. I had doubts about 
finding anything wrong with a mere visual inspection, but to my 
Surprise I found there was no solder where the grid resistor attached 
to the 6C4 tube socket lug. Another component lead which was attached 
to the same lug, but farther up, got enough solder at the factory, 
but not the grid resistor. I managed to squeeze the soldering iron 
tip into the confined space and re-soldered the lug. Hooray! No more 
frequency jumps. 


Another interesting thing. The HQ-100 sits on a table which has 
folding legs. The table rocks back and forth a little whenever I lean 
on it, and this was causing wobble in CW and SSB signals on the 
highest band range. It seemed unusually sensitive to what I thought 
was very minor vibration. While testing the various 6C4s mentioned 
above, I noticed that the original tube had a much looser fit in the 
socket than the other tubes. Thinking this might be related to the 


frequency wobble, I tried tightening the tube socket terminals with a 
narrow pointed tool (with AC power removed, of course). Also gently 
bent the tube pins slightly toward the outside. This resulted ina 
more snug fit and virtually eliminated the frequency wobble. 


These little improvements have made what was already a nice receiver 
even more enjoyable to use. The HQ-100 is quite stable after warm-up, 
and is remarkably sensitive even on the highest frequency range. It 
sure is fun to see this old gear providing useful service even after 
40 years!
